U.S. Patent No. 5,601,959, issued on February 11, 1997 to Brault teaches a direct transfer 
electrographic imaging element and process. The electrographic imaging element is comprised 
of a releasable dielectric image receptive layer supported on an electrically conductive carrier 
sheet, producing a toned image on the image receptive dielectric layer. This layer then contacts 
the image to an adhesive layer, thereby adhering the electrographic element to a substrate. The 
carrier sheet is then separated and removed from the image receptive layer, leaving the toned 
image on the substrate.
